EGITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the Council 
was held on Monday night in the 
Council. Chambers, with the Mayor 
and all the Aldermen. except Alder- 
man Galbraith present. 

Several delegations were present. 
H. Cotton and W. HE. Trueman, repre- 
senting Red Deer Local G.W.V.A., 
were present in connection with pay 
ment of a business tax for the balance 
of 1924. The meeting was not unani- 
mous and the matter was. laid over 
until information could be obtained 
from other cities as to ‘their pro- 
cedure. It was felt that charitable 
institutions should not be treated the 
same as businesses. 

P. E. Kent asked permission on be- 
half of the Cricket Club to use the 
city water tank Tuesday night 
sprinkle the pitch. The request was 
granted. 

Hugh Clarke made a request that, 
owing to his injury in 1923 which 
had prevented him working, he he 
given an extension of one y2ar to pay 
the arrears that had accrued on vari- 
ous properties during his service over- 
seas and on which ageement had 
been made for payment by annual 
instalments. The Council was unani- 
mous in granting the request. 

Messrs. A. N. Finnand A. H. Filmer 
were present as a delegation from the 
Vestry of St. Luke’s Church. They 
asked that the taxes of $453.00 levied 
for the first time this year on the 
Parish ‘Hall be remitted. They urged 
two reasons, one that the Anglican 
Church is discriminated against; the 
other that when the lease had been 
made with the School Board it was 
understood that the property would 
not be ‘taxed. There was a great di- 
versity of opinion in the matter, 
Aldermen Broughton and Snell being 
in favor of remission because of the 
apparent discrimination shown. 
Alderman Johns was in favor on that 
ground but was afraid that it would 
asta¥lish a dangeroys precedent. 
Alderman McClure wished to ‘tax all 
churches as the only fair thing. 
Alderman Howlett could not see that 
the cases of the Methodist or Presby- 
terian Churches and the English 
Church were similar. The question 
was laid on the table for further con- 
sideration, it being agreed that the 
trustees of the hall would not ‘the 
penalized in interest due to delay in 
payment. - 

Correspondence . 

The Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees of Red Oeer Public School 
District, No. 104, wrote advising that 
a demand had been received that a 
poll be held on ‘the by-law authorizing 
the borrowing of $7,000 with which 
to build a two-roomed frame school. 
He asked the ‘Council to arrange the 
poll at the earliest possible date. 
By the School Ordinance, the Council 
{s compelled to accede to such  re- 
quests, and this cut short the discus- 
sion on the matter. The opinion 
was expressed, and apparently found 
favor with the Council, that a public 
meeting should be held to discuss 
the proposal. Council passed by-l-aw 
597 authorizing tthe holding of a 
poll on August 11th, and appointing 
S. Pamely and P. Pidgeon Returning 
and Deputy Returning Officers re- 
spectively. 

The M. D. of Pine Lake advised that 
they had an offer from H. Reay to pur- 
chase Blocks 23-24-27 and 28, Hills- 
boro subdivision, at $40.00 per acre, 
Their Council had accepted the offer, 
and the city Council endorsed their 
acceptance. 

W. J. Botterill offered, on behalf of 
an undisclosed principal, to buy the 
old building on lots 5-6, Block 20, for 
$125.00. The offer was accepted 

Chief of Police \Streatfield was giv- 
en permission to swear in three spec- 
ial constables for the three Fair days. 

The directors of the Alberta Co- 
operative League expressed their 
thanks for the use of the city hall for 
their recent meeting. 

The London Life Insurance Com- 
pany asked for information as to 
child welfare work in Red Deer. 

The Board of Public Utility Corm.- 
missioners congratulated the city on 
their recent mwetirement of $8,000 
Series A-2 Treasury Blils due in 1932. 

The Provincial Board of Health 
sent a copy of their inspector’s report 
on his recent visit to the city. Tt 
was very favorable in all respects, 
and one of the best reports the city 
has ever had. 

Commissioners’ Report 


The Commissioners brought in the 


“‘tollowing report: 


1. The work of laying the 5th Street 
sewer has been completed, ‘but tho 
road is left in very bad condition. 
Engineer Dawe informs us that the 
contratcor has arranged to have this 
put in shape as soon as we get some 
rain. 

2. We had ‘the trees on the boule- 
vards flushed with cold water to blow 
off the insects and dirt. It has not 
been possible to keep the grass on 
the boulevards green this summer. 

3. We have arranged to have the 
cook shed, tables and benches in the 
camping ground painted and the 
swings repaired. The well has been 
pumped out and the ground cleaned 
up. This will be kept cleaned up 
weekly from now on. 

4. The Exhibition Board officials 
have asked the city to repair the 
fences at the exhibition grounds, and 
we recommend that we be authorized 
to have this done.

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THE PROTESTANT ~ 
ANNIVERSARY 


At the end of last’ week there fell 
the anniversary of the Battle of the 
Boyne, which has since been  cele- 
brated by Orangemen as the birthday 


of their order. It is an anniversary 


associated with a somewhnt aggres- 


Sive and noisy assertion of Protestant- 
lism. It is to be feared that at times 
there has been rather more of party 
Politics than of faith in the cele- 
bration. That is regrettable, for 
neither Protestantism nor the mem- 
ory of the Battle of the Boyne should 
‘be cheapened or Vulgarized. The one 
has given to the Christian world the 
priceless gift of liberty of conscience. 
The other gave to Great Britain the 
assurance of free constitutional gov- 
ernment as against irresponsible king- 
ship by divine right. Both of these 
things are part of that one greater 
thing, freedom, which from the _ be- 
ginning of civilization has been re- 
garded as the most precious posses- 
sion of mankind, in comparison with 
which life itself has often been ac- 
counted of no value, 
Yet both Nberty of conscience and 
constitutional governmen” are now, as 
it were, on trial for their lives. Lib- 
erty of conscience is accused of de- 
generating into absence of conscience. 
Constitutional government is facing 
the charge of becoming 'a mere wrang- 
jing contest between equally selfish 
party politicians. It is being asked 
whether Protestantism, by weakening 
the authority of the church, as it un- 
doubtedly has done, has not opened 
the way for the inroads of sheer ma- 
terlalism, which is little better than 
avowed atheism. Students of political 
history are asking whether democracy 
today is not failing once again as it 
failed in ancient! Greece and Rome. 
It lies with sincere bdlievers in 
Protestantism and popular govern- 
ment to refute these charges, and to 
give a decisive negative answer to 
these questions, not by words but by 
action. If ‘they cannot do so, both

This is not a matter of an attack 
on the faith of Roman Catholics, 
whose beliefs are entitled to as much 
consideration as those of any other 
religious order or sect. It is a ques- 
tion of the settled policy of a great 
and powerful church. It should never 
be forgotten by those who value a 
considered and serious liberty of con- 
science that such liberty has never 
been conceded by the Roman Catholic 
Church. Protestantism, acting through 
the governments of those peoples 
which are predominantly Protestant 
in creed, has conceded, both in law 
and in practice, full HMberty of con- 
science to all creeds and has removed 
the legal disabilities of the bygone 
age of intolerance. Roman Catho- 
|licism, where it is in power, has 
never done so. One has only to in- 
stance the case of Spain, possibly the 
only country left in the wonld where 
Roman Catholicism retains a wholly 
dominating influence on law and gov- 
ernment. In that country, the Prot- 
estant religion still lies under serious 
legal disabilities as regards its open 
profession and the celebration of its 
services. It is.only two or three years 
ago sinca a liberal-eminded Spanish 
political’ leader introduced a bill for 
the modification in a slight degree of 
these disabilities. At once he was 
met by such a volume of opposition, 
clerical and clerically inspired, that 
the bill had to be withdrawn, and, if 
we are not mistaken, the Government 
was defeated on account of it. 

Moreover, the ‘claim ‘to ‘temporal 
power has never been withdrawn by 
the Roman Catholic Church. From 
the days in 1870, when the Italian 
royal troops took Rome, and extin- 
guished the temporal power of the 
Papal State, the successive Popes 
have remained ‘the prisoners of 'the 
Vatican,” never leaving the Hmits of 
the Vatican grounds as a_ protest 
against the denial of their temporal 
power.” The first and only sign of 
modification of this policy took place 
on the occasion of the installation, 
after the end of the war, of the pres- 
ent Pope, who gave his blessing to 
the people from the balcony on the 
outside of St. Peter’s Cathedral’ in- 
stead of inside the cathedral. Yet 
there is no quarrel between the Italian 
government and the Roman Catholic 
church on the ground of strictly reli- 
gious doctrine, since the Italian peo- 
ple are at least! formally Roman Cath- 
olic in faith. In view of the unques- 
tionable discipline and ‘authority 
which the Roman Catholic church 
exercises over afl its members, it 
needs more than the occasional dis- 
claimers of individual Catholics to re- 
assure Protestants on ‘the score of 
religious toleration. If it is indeed 
true that the Roman Catholic church 
no longer wishes to deny to others 
ful] liberty of conscience, then a sol-

THE FIRST YEAR OF THE 
WHEAT POOL 


The results announced for the ‘first 
year’s working of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool must be considered distinctly 
good and encouraging for the future. 
The volume of wheat handled. by the 
Pool is about 38 million bushels, a 
large amount which entirely puts into 
'the shade the amounts handled iby the 
wheat pools in Oregon and California. 
which handled about three million 
bushels each in their first year’s op- 
eration and in no year have handled 
more than six million bushels. The 
members of the Alberta Pool got on 
an average slightly more than non- 
members for their wheat, about four 
cents per bushel. It was not to be ex- 
pected that they would get much more. 
{ff the pool becomes an en'tire suc- 
cess and handles almost the whole of 
Whe grain in Western Canada, non- 
members will in all probability ‘con- 
tinue to get almost if not quite as 
much as members of the Pool, and 
may in some cases get slightly more, 
because the private grain dealers will 
be compelled to offer more or less the 
same price as the Pool gets for its 
members. Otherwise the farmers will 
all join the Pool and the private deal- 
ens will be unable to buy any grain. 
None the less the Pool will be respon- 
sible for the improved average price, 
if that is indeed got, or for the im- 
proved general conditions in the farm- 
ing industry, and non-members of the 
Pool ought to remember that fact. 
There is a useful analogy to be drawn 
from the Cwlifornian Raisin Growers 
Pool in this respect. That Pool has 
been in existence for twelve years and 
is a really successful organization. 
It handles 85 percent. of the Cali- 
fornian raisin crop but the other fit- 
teen percent. sold outside the Pool 
fetches on an average a_ slightly 
higher price than the 85 percent. in 
the pool.

The administration expenses are 
stated, at one-half cent per ‘bushel. 
This is a very low figure. It is much 
better than any. of the pools in the 
‘Western States.can show. The figures 
for administration costs for these 
pools vary from 12.2 cents per bushel 
for Oregon to 22 cents for Colorado, 
and though it is stated that some at 
least of: this cost can be explained 
away as'a matter of bookkeeping, still 
none of them suggested anything lke 
such a (figure .as one-halfcent. Some 
Western American grain brokers in 
arguing against Whe efficiency of pools 
quoted their own handling costs of 
2 cents per bushel as a very low fig- 
ure. A member of one of the largest 
private grain firms in the ‘Western 
States, which deals in both Oregon 
and Califonnia, stated the other day 
that his firm’s handling expenses 
average only three-quarter cents per 
bushel and argued that no pool admin- 
istration did or could ever approach 
that figure. It is 'therefore clear that 
if there is nothing in the way of 
book-keeping juggling involved in the 
Alberta Pool’s figure for administra- 
tion, it is an extremely creditable one, 
and ought to encourage the members 
of the Pool and their officials to go 
forward with renewed hope to the 
task of marketing this year’s crop. 

Id is desirable that all farmers and 
others also who are Interested in the 
welfare of our major industry should 
carefully examine the statements 
issued by the pool administration, and 
if they prove on such examination to 
be free from any errors, then an ex- 
pression of confidence and appreci- 
ation might well be offered to the 
officials concerned. It is wonderful 
how much a dittle tribute of gratitude 
is valued by those who act in any 
capacity for others. Such tributes 
cost little but they often result in 
yet greater efforts on the part of 
those to whom they are tendered.

Before the Republican convention at 
Cleveland there were indications that 
the series of sensational scandals in- 
volving members of the Republican 
cabinet would have a serious effect on 
Fresident Coolidge’s chances of nomi- 
nation as Republican candidate, espec- 
jally as he had said little or nothing in 
condemnation of the chief culprits. 
He had further incurred considerable 
unpopularity by vetoing the Soldiers’ 
Bonus Act, which was passed over 
his head. Yet .when the convention 
came, he was given the nomination 
with no delay and hardly any opposi- 
tion. Conversely, the man who has 
suffered most from the scandals in 
the Republican camp has been a 
Democrat, Mr. McAdoo, who might 
not have incurred much opposition 
for the Democratic nominaton if he 
had not been “sprinkled with  oil!' 
through his association with Dohcny, 
the oil magnate involved 1a the Te:- 
pot dome scandals. 

As it is, after a struggle of unpr-- 
cedented length in the Democrati:: 
convention, the nomination has fallen 
to ‘Mr. J. W. Davis, formerly United 
States ambassador to Great! Britain. 
Judged by his record in that post, Mr. 
Davis is a mlan of high character and 
ability, ilkely to make a formidable 
opponent for Mr. Coolidge, perhaps 
all the more formidable because he 
is not a keen party politician and is 
therefore calculated {to appeal by 
mere ibility to those electors who 
are not firmly bound by partisan ties 
but are liable to vote on the personal 
merits only of the candidates. 

Prohibition does not seem likely -to 
play much part in the election. Neith- 
er of the parties is willing to make re- 
peal of the Volstead Prohibition Act 
part of its programme. Of more 
importance seems to be the issue of 
the Ku Klux Klan, which is becoming 
more and more serious. It is not the 
anti-negro aspect of the Klan’s attivi- 
ties that is now to the fore but rather 
its anti-Roman Catholic attitude, and 
the fact that it appears to be aiming 
at setting itself above all law. Both

(By H. G. Scott.) 
People who ‘take an‘interest.{n mod- 


ern ships probably know that some of 
the most recently built warships in 
the United States navy are electri- 
cally driven. Ships of the mercantile 
marine using this method of propul- 


sion are not common, and therefore 
some interest attaches to any such 
that are in. service, 


One of these {s the “Cuba,” which | 


sails between Portland and San Fran- 
cisco. This ship belongs to the New 
Blectra Line. She is a ship of 300 
feet in length with a gross tonnage of 
8000, and a sea speed of 16 knots. She 
is -primarily a passenger vessel car- 
rying 250 passengers of the first class. 
only, but she has room for 600 tons 
of express freight including 200 tons 
of refrigerator space, as well as room 
for ten automobiles. : 

The claim is made for the electric 
mode of propulsion that it lessens 
vibration and gives a smooth easy 

| drive. Experience certainly bears out 
this claim, but to the average passen- 
ger the ship presents another advan- 
tage even more important, especially 
to those who are inclined to sea sick- 
ness. This is the absence of the 
smell of steam below decks. Persons 
familar with sea voyages know that 
in many cases sea sickness {is caused 
less by the motion of the waves than 
by the close and odorous atmosphere 
below decks, an atmosphere in which 

steam and paint combine to produce a 

singularly deadly effect on any but 

hardened voyagers. From that troub- 
lesome feature the electrically driven 

“Cuba” is pleasantly free. Her dining 

saloon and her various public, rooms 

alike are fresh and airy without being 
draughty. 

Of cours, electric propulsion does 

not mean that steam plays no part 
whatever in the ship’s development 
of power. The electricity is generated 
by steam driven machinery in the 
engine room in the first instance, but 
once the power is so generated, it is 
transferred through the motor direct 
to the propeller shaft without the In- 
tervention of gearing, and this limi- 
ted use of steam does not appear to 
soak through the whole ship in the 
way it does on steam driven, steam 
heated ships. In the engine room, the 
only visible motion is that of the main 
motor and the attached propeller 
shaft. The steam boilers are oil fired, 
which makes .both for cleanliness and 
compactness. The whole engine room 
is therefore cool, clean and orderly. 
There is no suggestion of that fiery 
inferno which forms the stoke-hold of 
the old-fashioned liners. The more 
modern method allows of a consider- 
able saving in engineering staff. The 
staff of the “Cuba,” for instance, 
under Chief Mngineer F. B. Post, num- 
bers only 14 as against 22 who would 
be required if the ship were solely 
steam driven. The voltage developed 
is 1100, and the lightness of the repair 
bill {s another feature of the electri- 
eally driven ship as against steam 
engined ones. 

Thia reduction of vibration and free 
dom from steamy odors are a great 
advantage for passenger service. The 
44-hour sail between San Francisco 
and Portland is a highly. enjoyable 
one. In particular, the half day spent 
in going up or down the beautiful 
Columbia tiver between Astoria and 
Portland is entirely pleasant. 

Captain Dellegar, who at present 
commands the “Cuba,” has had a 
career which has taken him into all 
the seas. of the world, but possibly his 
most exciting experiences werd in the 
jJate war, when as 2 lieutenant-com- 
mander he took his part in transport- 
ing the American army across the 
Atlantic to France. In the course of 
this service Captain Dellegar was on 
his ship in. company with the trans- 
port “Louisburg” when she was sunk 
by a German submarine, which after 
sinking the ship proceeded to shell 
the open boats containing the Ameri- 
con soldiers and sailors who had been 
on board her. Captain Dellegar in 
his own ship engaged the submarine 
{n an effort to drive her off, but ‘was 
outranged and compelled to take to 
flight in order to save the troops with 
which his ship was crowded. The cap- 
tain carries in his thigh to the pres- 
ent time a piece of German shrapnel 
as a memento of this fight. 

Incidentally it may be mentioned 
for the benefit of Canadians going on 
pleasure trips to California that by 
travelling on the “Cuba” they not only 
avoid the rather trying heat and dust 
of the train journey overland, but also 
save money, for the cost of the 
train journey with berth and meals 
between Portland and San Francisco 
4s about $35.00, while a first-class pas- 
sage on the “Cuba” with berth and 
meals can be had for $19.50, and very 
good indeed the cabins and the food 
provided are at that figure.

National Park, is one of the

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J. W. DAVIS, HOPE GF 
DEMOGRATIC PARTY 


New York, July 10.—‘*Vhat is life 
worth after all if one has no philos- 
ophy of his own to live by?” John W. 
Davis wrote a friend who had sug- 
fested he abandon his corporation 
law practice in ‘order to increase his 
availability as a presidential candl- 
date. 

The friend wrote that Davis had a 
good chance for the Dmeocratic nom- 
ination if he would 
the law firm with which he had long 
been associated and which numbéred 
the Morgan interests among its 
clients. Davis scorned “trimming his 
professional course 'to fit the gusts of 
popular opinion.” 

Davis is a West Virginian, a mna- 
tive of Clarksburg, where he long prac- 
ticed law and which he twice repre- 
sented in congress. . He was born 
there April 18, 1873. His youth was 


unmarked with those vicissitudes 
popularly supposed to mark the 
early career of most great men. Of 


a prosperous damily, his education 
proceeded to completion without the 
interruption of his being compelled to 
work for a living. 

He graduated in law from Wash- 
ington and Lee university. Later his 
success gained him in addition. to this 
modest bachelor of Iaws 'the honorary 
degree of doctor of laws from Wash- 
ington and Lee, University of West 
Virginia, University of Birmingham, 
Eng., University of Glasgow and 
Yale. 

Upon leaving the university Davis 
served for two years as assistant pro- 
fessor of lawat Washington and Lee, 
fn Clarksburg, where he maintained 
his practice until ha was appointed 
solicitor general of the United States. 

As a lawyer, Davis early exhibited 
that legal ability which later was to 
mark him as one of the most noted 
attorneys of his generation. He 
varied his initial legal endeavors by 
a considerable interest in West Vir- 
ginia Democratic politics. 

Davis married Julia T. McDonald in 
1899, but his wife died in the follow- 
ing year. In 1912 he married Ellen 
G. Basse. 

Is Sent to London 

In the trying war year of 1918 Wil 
son selected Davis to the most impor- 
tant diplomatic post in the service 
of the government, plenipotentiary to 
Great Britain. Davis served at London 
until 1921 representing the United 
States during 1a difficult period mark- 
ed by victory in the war, the negoti-

They pointed 
out that he was handsome, a fine pub- 
lic speaker, with a most engaging per- 
sonality, a good campaigner—in other 
words almost the ideal ‘candidate. 
But the objection was still whispered. 

And when the appeal was made to 
him that he remove ‘this one serious 
bar to his candidacy, he replied’ 

“You offer me a chance to be the 
Democratic nominee for the presi-! 
dency, which carries with it in this 
year df grace more than a fair pros- 
pect of becoming president of the 
Unived ‘States. In exchange I am to 
abandon forthwith and immediately a 
law practice which is both pleasant 
and, with modest bounds, profitable; 
to throw over honorable clients who 


offer me honest employment’; and 
desert a group of professional col- 
leagues who are able, upright and 


loyal. The only limitation upon a 
right thinking lawyer’s independence 
is the duty which he owes to his 
clients, once selected, to serve them 
without the slightest thought of the 
effect such a service may have upon 
his own personal popularity or polf- 
tical fortunes. Any lawyer who sur- 
renders this independence or shades 
this duty by trimming his professional 
course to fit the gusts of popular »op- 
injon, in my opinion, not only dis- 
honors himself, but disparages and de- 
grades 'the great profession’ to which 
he should be proud to belong.”

CROW’S NEST RATES

Ottawa, July 7—At midnight Sun- 
day the Crow's Nest Pass agreement, 
affecting freight rates in Western 
Canada and providing substantial re- 
ductions on a list of specfiled com- 
modities, came into full force again. 
Its resumption of effect is automatic, 
Inasmuch as no step has been taken 
by parliament ‘to further suspend the 
extension of ‘that pact. Last Thursday 
was the latest date on which the pro- 
cesses of legislation could be begun 
and since that time there has been no 
aiscussion of it in the house. 

Act Passed in 1897 

The Crow's Nest Pass act was 
passed in 1897, when the railway rates 
were underthe control of the rallway 
committee of the privy ‘council and 
when what is now the Dominion 
railway board, was. being contem- 
plaved. The Crow’s Nest Pass act 
provided that all rates between points 
on the Canadian Pacific railway and 
any point on the main line of that

Trade Poselbilities in the Orient 


That there are possibilities of trade 
for Alberta in Japan in livestock and 
other products is the declaration of 
H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture, who returned during the past 
week ,after superintending a t7ial 
shipment of cattle from this Province 
to Japan. Mr. Craig made a thorough 
investigation into market possibilities 
there, and finds that there is consid- 
erable demand’ for beef cattle, and 
also for wool, barley, timothy seed, 
hides, wheat, flour, lumber, butter and 
cheese. The trial shipment of cat- 
tle was not profitable owing to high 
charges | attendant upon transporta- 
tion of the cattle, which amounted 
practically to $100 a head, but Mr. 
Craig, on his return to Vancouver, 
was able to obtain from shipping in- 
terests, promise of a rate that would 
cut the charges practically in half. 
Under these conditions, Mr. Craig 
believes that a steadily growing and 
profitable trade in cattle can be 
built up. .

Insofar as the letter contains any 
statement or implication from which 
it could be inferred that you did not 
account for all of the money which 
you received as Administrator of my 
husband's estate, or which you re- 
ceived from the insurance company 
and invested for me, I wish now to 
correct any such statement or impli- 
cation. 

“IT admit that I had an opportunity 
at the time you passed your accounts 
in Court to investigate all of your af- 
fairs, and I admit that I have signed 
a release to you as Administrator. I 
am, however, disappointed that the 
Court should have directed you to re- 
ceive cash as your remuneration for 


acting as Administrator instead of . 


directing you to take over some of the 
securities. I recognize, however, that 
you were paid a remuneration by the 
order of the Court and I can, there- 
fore, have no real complaint against 
you on that score. Insofar, therefore, 
as the above mentioned letter contains 
any implication against you as to your 
management of the trust falling upon 
you as Administrator of my husband's 
estate, or as my trustee with regard to 
life insurance, I retract the same and 
apologize for the same.

2. That upon the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners authorizing in 
writing the Board of Trustees to bor- 
row the said sum of seven thousand 
dollars ($7,000.00), or any less sum, 
pursuant to the said Ordinance, de- 
bentures of the said District be issued 
for such amount as is so authorized, 
payable to the bearer in ten equal 
consecutive annual instalments with 
interest at not more than eight per 
centum per annum, payable annually, 
and said debentures shall be executed 
by the Chairman and Treasurer of 
this Board.
